He declared 
thas the Government's letter to Mr. De Valera contatoed everything 
they thought they could possiblr concede in order to purchase the 
peace and goodwill of the Irish people and gain the suppor? of sane 
opinion in Britain, Ireland and tha world. Explanation, elaboration 
or elucidation of those terms waa possible, bat the outline of the 
Proposals cannot be altered, nor can the basis be changed. If an 
agreement wore reached details would be worked out carefully in 
order not to leave a loophole ‘for any misunderstanding thereafter. 
A Bill would be tramed and submitted to Parliament with the 
Steatest speed possible. The Premier said be wag anxious to avoid 
words ahich could be interpreted as threats, but. should the terms be 
rejected tha situation would be graver than we had ever confronted. 
The present terms defined the issue moe clearly than aver before 
and rejection would be an unmistakable challenge to the authority 
of the Crown ard the unity of the Empire. Steps would then have 
to be taken on which Parliament would be given an opportunity to 
express its opinioo. Despite the disquicting facts, the Premier 
hoped that reason would prevail and that the Irish leaders would 

Hot reject the largest measure of freedom ever offered them.

AN AUTOCRATIC ATTITUDE. 


We published a letter yesterday from a correspondent 
who signed himself. “Salud” in which he protested against 
the autocratic attitude of the Head of the Sanitary Depart- 
‘ment towards the opinions of his subordinate stafi. Our 
readers possibly remember the circumstances that led to this 
‘letter. but in case they don't we will remind them. On 
Tuesday, at the ordinary fortnightly meeting of the 
Sanitary Board. there was discussion on the matter of 
providing a lavatory at the playground on the Peak. Mr. 
C.G. Alabaster pointed out thar. although the Head of the 
Sanitary Board had advised the won-erection: of the 
convenience. two Sanitary [uspectors, who had been sent 

“up toraakea report. thought that if should be provided. 
Then it was that Mr. saver. who is the President of the 
Board and the Head of the Department. said. in effect, that 
it didn’t matter what Lhe opinion of lis subordinates wight 
be, it was fis opintun that the Goverument had been 
supplied with. He added :—> The .opisious of my subsr- 
dinates are. of vour:e. for myself alone. and if it occurs 
that their opinions Ihave fallen inte the hands of memuers 
during the circulation of the minutes. the members’ author- 
ity does nut.entitle them to comment on any discrepancy 
between my opinicn and the opinion of my subordinates.” 
He might have added. “ And 30 you, know.” 

What does all this boil down to? It means that when 

" a Sanitary Inspector is sent out to make a report on apy 

. proposal affecting the Colony’s health his report will count 
for nought, unless it happens to coincide with the opinion 
of hischief. It means also tbat the large bodv-of Inspectors 
‘must feel that it doesn’t matter what they report. 

_ because Mr. Sayer has his own ideas and they alone 
must stand. Ny’ other ideas must see the light of 
day, because be said’ quite plainly that if members 
of the Board thought they were entitled tu comment 
on any of the papers sent to them the opinion of 
subordinates would have to be withdrawn from the files. 
. In other and plainer words, the policy of the Department 

” is to be dictated by one wan. Thatis not as it should be 
and it is an arrangement not conducive to the best running 

"of. the Department. Mr. Sayer himself must surely re- 
alise that. mer who have spent practically their whole 
lives in the Department don't like being treated in that 
way. It sv happeus that Mr. Sayer, until he wert to the 
Sanitary Board after returning tothe Colony from active 
service, had had no experience of sanitary matters. True, 
he has been in the Colony eleven'years, and bas been con: 
nected with the administration of the New Territories, the 
Police Force, the Official Receiver's office, has been Private 
Secretary to H.E. the Governor, attached to the Attorney 
Genetal’s office and Acting Chief Assistant to the Secretary 
for Chinese Afiairs. That is a record to be prond of but 
one that hardly qualifies for a show of autocracy on matters 
connected with public sanitation and health. 

We have seen fit-tq gay all the above because we know that 
the Sanitary Department.staif feel hurt at the way their 
reports are, treated. They are feeling hurt about other 

- things, too. When's man,"whose work for years has been 
on the practical side af public sanitation, is, in -effect,” told 
that-his opinion is-worthless and doesn’t count, he -becomes

In the witness box, Mrs. Besant, 
who pave her age ag 73, said that, 
in 1915, she became concerned 
that, unless an active movement 
for reform was supported, it would 
be impossible to keep India within 
the Empire.

During’ 
her internment a petition was pro- 
sented to the King for har release, 
but-in August 1917, when Mr.
